Badneis of Trade, Want of Money, and the 
finking of Credit, can often fignify nothing with the 
Complainants, but bad Oeconomy, want of Frugality, 
and exorbitant, needlefs Expenees in private Ma- 
agement; while the-Luxury and Excefs we are 
generally got into, demand more than any Trade 
can bring in: And one may venture to fay, that 
where there is one Family in England, undone for 
want of the neceflary Means of fubfifting by honeft 
Labour and Induftry, there are many Thoufands 
ruined by Idlenefs and Negligence, Profufenefs and 
bad Oeconomy. Had but the Craft/man duly con- 
fidered this, he might have found out nearer and 
greater Caufes of our national Difcontent and De- 
clenfion, than he has yet taken Notice of. But ’ris 
well he begins to think of it now ; which gives one 
fome Hopes, that he may, in Time, lay afide his 
Party Spleen, and recover fome Degrees of Mode- 
ration, Impartiality, and fober Reflection. But thus 
much I prefume ; he muft allow, as the Cafe now 
ftands, that Pride, Idlenefs and Prodigaliry, ought 
not to plead Poverty and want of Bufinefs ; and that 
a trading Nation muft needs be languifhing and de- 
clining, where all other trading Nations round them, 
having the fame Materials, can underwork and 
underfel them.
